LESSON FOR SEPTEMBER 30 


THE QOODNES3 AND 8EVERITY 
OF QOD. 
! 
(Review.) 
LE SSO N T E X T —D aniel •:*-». 
QOLDEN T E X T -T h e Lord is merciful 
and gracious, slow to anger, and plen­ 
teous In mercy.— Psalm s 103:8. 


A profitable way to spend the hour 
would be to make a study of Daniel's 
prayer as recorded In the lesson as­ 
signed for our reading today, and have 
the lessons of the quarter as illustra­ 
tions of the goodness and severity of 
God. 
Announcement of tfie plan may 
be made the Sunday before, and the 
different lessons of the quarter as­ 
signed to different members of the 
class to tell how they bear upon the 
topic of the lesson for this week. 
A 
broad analysis of Daniel’s prayer Is as 
follow s: 
I. Confession of the Nation*« 81ns 
(vv. 8:15). The circumstances of this 
prayer were extraordinary. The crisis 
was so serious that Daniel sought after 
prayer to the Lord xvlth fasting, sack­ 
cloth and ashes. In his confession the 
people’s sins are placed In contrast 
with God’s righteousness. He acknowl­ 
edges that their sorrows and sufferings 
Justly belong to them. 
Daniel, the 
holy man against whom there is no 
record of wrongdoing, includes himself 
with his people. 
II. 8uppllcatlon for Mercy and For­ 
giveness (vv. 16-10). 
He pleads for 
God’s anger and fury to turn away, and 
his remembrance of the Holy City and 
his chosen people. 
The Lord’s honor 
was at stake. He confesses that Israel 
had no merit, were utterly destitute of 
rlghteouness, and pleads consideration 
on the ground of covenant relationship. 
Another way to conduct the review 
would he to ask different members of 
the class to report on the different les­ 
sons by giving the vital and central 
teaching of each. 
The following are 
suggested as vital teachings of the 
several lessons: 
Lesson 1. God Is absolutely holy, 
therefore those who have been sancti­ 
fied by fire from the heavenly altar are 
qualified for his service. 
Lesson 2. He who turns away from 
the Lord shall he Judged by the Lord. 
Lesson 3. In Hezeklah’s reformatory 
work the Passover Feast was restored, 
showing that the only way to get pbo- 
ple to return to God Is to gather th£m 
around the Cross of Christ—the Atone­ 
ment by Blood. 
Lesson 4. Though our unfaithfulness 
and cowardice have shamefully humili­ 
ated us, we should turn to God In 
prayer. 
Lesson 5. God’s gracious Invitation 
Is extended to all without money and 
without price. 
Lesson 6. No matter how wicked one 
may have been In his apostasy from 
God, If he sincerely repents, God will 
be found of him. 
Lesson 7. Regardless of one’s ag# 
and experience, God can use him In 
doing mighty work If he will but open 
his heart unto him.

Chicago, Sept. 28.— Formal return 
of blanket indictments charging 
a 
nation-wide conspiracy 
to hamper 


the government In the prosecution 
of the war were returned today In 
the United States district court here 
against 166 leaders of the Industrial 
Workers of the World. 
Arrests speedily 
followed the In­ 
dictments. 
Almost before the court 
procedure had reached the stage of 
discharge of the jury deputy m ar­ 
shals were on the way to the local I. 
W. W. headquarters In autos donated 
and driven 
by women

to

federal 
building bringing the prisoners with 
them. 
During the first hour thirty-five 
w?re haled into the marshal’s office 
and later were questioned by the 
men of the bureau of investigation 
6f the Department of Justice. 
Among the first to be taken into 
custody was W. D. Haywood, secre­ 
tary of the national organization of 
the I. W. W., who was also ques­ 
tioned on Sept. 5 when 
the head­ 
quarters of the I. W. W. in various 
cities were raided by 
the govern­ 
ment. 


Washington, S?pt. 28.— Leaders of

documents and correspondence of the 
I. W. W. in

towns and cities. 
These documents are 
understood 
to have revealed the existence of a 
conspiracy the most far-reaching of 
any yet unearthed, to embarrass the 
government in the prosecution of the 
war by resistance to the draft law. 
by fomenting labor disturbances, by 
burning crops and 
forests and in 
numerous other ways. 
Srall Coterie Directed 
A comparatively small coterie 
of 
men is understood to have directed 
the entire movement. 
Officials here feel that in many in­ 
stances the alleged 
ringleaders of 
these anti-war 
activiites are 
vir­ 
tually guilty of treason, but because 
of the narrowed definition of treason 
in the criminal code and in numer­ 
ous court decisions, it was thought 
best to ask the grand jury to find in­ 
dictments on the broader charge of 
seditious 
conspiracy.
